/^ONDON blew up £15,000 in two hours on 
m Victory night. Colored fireworks lit up the 
^JL. night sky against a background of hundreds 
^^^^r of searchlights ond the glow of illuminated 
buildings on both sides of the Thames. 

The Royal Family travelled from Chelsea to the 
House of Commons in the Royal barge, and as they 
alighted a fanfare of trumpets wos relayed an 500 
loudspeakers. A salute of 41 guns followed. 

Nineteen barges used In the Normandy landings 
sent up illuminated water sprays, and colored water- 
falls spilled from specially built wooden bridges. 

As the tide turned tons of colored foam were 
poured on to the Thames ond rolled slowly down- 
stream, turning the dingy old river into o froth of 
gay color. 



The two hours' spectacle ended at midnight with 
the firing of the largest firework in the world — a 
25-inch shell which gave o 40,000 candle-power 
light when if exploded. 

St. James' Park lake wos filled to carry illuminated 
rafts and floats, and was floodlit. 

Buildings thot had been dark through the war 
years blazed again with lights as they did for the 
Coronation and King George V's Jubilee. 

St. Paul's Cothedral, the Tower of London, and 
other historic buildings shone with a reassuring 
brightness for the 10,000,000 people who flocked to 
London from all ovejr England. 

Bombers from England's heroic Bomber Command 
flew through the beams of the searchlights, and 
London looked up at them— with pride instead of fear.
